the “Dream Car”. It is far from a luxurious limousine with 
soft cushions, fellow workers. It’s a Lincoln 12 police car. It 
has all the necessary “extra parts” for the suppression of pro- 
tests and demands of the unemployed for jobs and relief. The 
bloody stamp of Henry Ford’s name is the guarantee. Nation- 
wide tours have been arranged by the Ford Company to give 
demonstrations of the “Dream Car” and its effectiveness 
against the workers.
